Soto, Panola, Marshall, Benton, Union, Tip- 
pah, Alcorn, Prentiss, Tishmingo, and per- 
maps othere. Everybody in Mississippi 
seems to favor the project. The whites in 
Northern Mississippi are to a man for it, 
because it will relieve them of a negro domi- 
nation that promises to grow worse rather than 
better, And the blacks, of more accurately» 
their carpet-bag manipulator, are agreeable, 
because there would then be none to molest or 
make them afraid. The whole territory af - 
fected, with the exception of what woyld be 
left of Tennessee, is as willin’ as Barkis ever 
was to give the new. State a good “go-off.” 
In this matter we have the outcroppings of 
a movement that is diametrically opposed 
to Beauregard’s dismal project. of black fra- 
ternization. If the State of Jackson reaches 
a consummation, it means a segregation, and 
not an unification, of the two races. It means 
that Jackson will be a State governed by the 
whites, and that Mississippi is to be handed 
hopelessly over to the spoiler. The Mem- 
phis Appeal, in a recent issue, gives a very 
careful statement of this segregation of races 
and its results. The tendency of the Afri- 
cans is to the lowlands, and of the whites to 
the hills. The whites, it says, flock to the 
villages and cities and build new towns 
among the hills, while the negroes’ pour 


' steadily into the lowlands, where their toil is 


most profituble, and where they will 
ultimately monopolize the cotton and 
sugar-growing plantations. Where they 
concentrate the ‘taxes for the sup 
port of negro schools and office-holders me 
80 Onerous that real estate becomes a burden, 


and the whites are virtually forced out. 


The movements.necessary to produce this 
segregation, says the St. Lous Republican, 
are simpler than some might imagine: A 
withdrawal of the whites from Florida and 
the lower of Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana, and the withdrawal of the blacks 
from the upper parts of these States—a 
movement which is even now slowly going 
ona—would accomplish it. 

Viewed in this light the effort to organize 
the new State is one of deep interest to the 
whole country, and especially to the South. |
